As there may be a heavier volume of requests than usual for the Airport 
Escort Screening Courtesies (AESC) Program, the Office of Foreign 
Missions (OFM) strongly encourages embassy personnel to submit forms 
as early as possible, assure that the point of contact is available at all 
times, and send in changes as quickly as possible.

NOTE: A Head of State (and accompanying Ministers) traveling under the 
protection of the U.S. Secret Service will not require AESC. 

Reminders: 

• Those with Armed Security Details will not need AESC. 

• Inform the Bureau of Diplomatic Security's Protective Liaison Division 
(202-895-3600) in advance to request support for the dignitary. 

• Ministers who change an itinerary and are no longer traveling with a 
Head of State or Armed Security Detail will need a request form 
submitted. 

• Requests or changes that are received after 4 pm or over the 
weekend will be looked at the next business day.
